B a k e d a n d S t e a m e d P u d d i n g . 
B aked Cherry 
Pudding. — Tut 
tile 
stoned cherries iii the bottom of a 
g ranite dfsh an d cover them with a 
paste m ade In tin* proportion of one 
cupful of flour, one ha lf cupful of milk, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. 
Put the 
dish in the oven and bake. 
No sauce 
will be needed, us tile cherries will 
serve th a t purpose. 
Steam ed C herry Pudding.—Beat one 
egg very light, add one and a half 
cupfuls of milk ami a pinch of salt. 
Sift together three capful* of flour and 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
an d add tile egg and milk, making a 
sm ooth batter. 
Add last half pint of 
pitted cherries. 
Steam for an hour iii 
a well buttered podding dish. 
Serve 
hot with su g a r and cream. 


W i t h a Delicious Dress ing. 
Sw eet Cherry Pudding. — Take one 
cupful of sugar, one cupful of sweet 
milk, b u tte r the size of an egg, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, flour 
enough to m ake a stiff batter. 
Serve 
w ith the following dressing: Two cup­ 
fuls of cherries, one cupful of sugar, 
a small piece o f butter, two cupfuls of 
boiling water. 
Pour over the batter 
and biikc forty five minutes in a mod 
crate oven. 


A S i m p le Pa st ry . 
Plain Cherry P ud d in g .-B eat three 
eggs lightly, then stir in a pint of milk 
and a little less th in a quart of flour, 
enough to m ake n smooth batter 
Add 
a Ittt.e snit and two teaspoonfuls of 
(laking powder, which should tx* added 
to tile dry fluiir and sifted together to 
mix 
Add a tablespoonful of softened 
butter. 
Bent thoroughly, and la*t of 
all mix in ii pint of cherries, stoned 
sud drained free from juice and dredg­ 
ed with a little flour to k»*ep them from 
•dr.king in the I witter 
/urn into a but­ 
tered pudding mold or pall and put Into 
a kettle of ladling w der and keep bolk 
frig continuously for tim ** hours. Serve 
with sugar and cream or bard sauce.

SHEET BREAD OF ASIA. 


Used For Awnings, Blankets, W in dow ­ 
panes and Food. 
Instead of baking bread in loaves, tin* 
inhabitants of Asia 
Minor. 
Arabia, 
Turkestan aud the Tigris-Euphrates 
valley 
make 
it 
into sheets. 
These 
sheets are about forty inches wide and 
twice as long. and the native* make al­ 
most us much use of them as the Amer­ 
ican Indian doe* of birch bark, lf they 
need an awning for protection against 
sun or rain they unwind u roll of this 
bread and carry it buck aud forth over 
a pole several times, much as ucum[>er 
puts up a dog tent, for lf it has a coat 
of almond oil or mutton tallow’ the 
bread is fairly waterproof. 
It is a comical sight to see a team ­ 
ster or camel driver of the Levant 
travel placidly through a heavy shower 
with a couple of yards of bread sheet­ 
ing thrown over his 
boulders and to 
nee him tear oft pieces hole and there 
and chew on them if he feels hungry. 
T he bread is made of durum wheat 
flour mixed with (Im* pulp of sultana 
raisins, which gives it a sweet taste 
and a fragrance like that of honey 
The Arab uses Iii 
^beets of bread, 
which look like chamois leather, for a 
makeshift blanket, and it is said by 
travelers who have tried it that it 
keep* the heat in aud the cold out al­ 
most us well as a real blanket. 
But 
some of the Russian engineer* at work 
on the construction of the Tnt Dustin*, 
rlun railway did even lief ter, for they 
made a paste of the bread by bolling 
several pieces and then stuck together 
two strips of the she* ting, each a me­ 
ter wide by two meter* long. 'Thus 
they manufactured a sleeping bag. aud 
a very comfortable one too. 
The Turkish |h*;i Hunts use this flat 
bread fur window pane -, anil in Uh* ba­ 
ga nr* the venders of merchandise wind 
up pieces as a grocer dc*** a palier corn­ 
ucopia and use them to hold small 
amounts of nuts.
